SCHOOLS. 

JJiere  stands  to  the  credit  of  schools  a balance  of  $40,  after 
jujying  the  ex])cnses,  all  the  schools  being  closed.  On  consultar- 
tion  with  a member  of  the  committee,  it  tvas  thought  advisable 
to  have  eight  monihs  school  the  ])resent  year,  which  is  the  same 


ns  last,  and  as  the  estimated  cost  j)er  montli  is  $-00, UO,  it  M ill  re- 
(luire  $1,600  to  sii})i)ort  the  schools  that  length  of  time.  It  is 
safe  to  say  that  M'e  shall  receive  $800  from  the  State  School  Fund 
and  license  of  dogs,  M'hile  $100  is  availahle  annually  from  the 
Pratt  Fund,  M'hich  added  together,  gives  us  $400,  leaving  $1, *200 
to  he  raised  hy  assessment,  according  to  our  estimate. 


POOK. 

The  expenses  of  the  poor  the  ])ast  year,  have  not  been  so 
large  as  anticipated,  being  some  $400  less  than  the  ])revioiis  year, 
consecpiently  m*o  have  a balance  of  $856.22  unexi)ended,  estimat- 
ing the  ex])enses  the  ])resent  year  at  $1,600.  We  ask  for  an  ap- 
pro])riation  of  $1,300. 

It  was  thought  advisable  to  cut  the  lumber  aiulMmod  standing 
in  the  SM'ami)  on  the  tovui  farm,  as  it  was  dying  out  from  fioM*age, 
the  expense  of  vdiich  has  been  charged  in  the  poor  account.  The 
white  2)ine  logs  have  been  sold;  the  cedar  stuff  m411  be;  Mhile 
the  Mxmd  muis  hauled  up  to  the  Almshouse  to  be  used  there.  The 
estimated  value  of  the  same  is  $75.00. 

It  should  be  stated  that  the  expense  of  cutting  and  hauling 
this  lumber  is  charged  in  the  expense  of  the  poor  at  the  Alms- 
house, as  is  also  the  cost  of  maintaining  181  tramps  over  night  the 
past  year. 

Sally  Denham,  Patience  Uobbins,  and  Willard  Sears  have 
been  siq)})orted  at  the  Almshouse  tlie  M'liole  year,  and  Allen  Ben- 
nett, 7 M^eeks.

We  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  850  to  meet  tlie  ordinary 
wear  and  tear  of  tlie  school-honses ; shonld  the  town  orde.i  spe- 
cific changes,  a larger  snm  Avill  lie  recpiired. 


Our  Almshouse  was  found  early  in  the  summer  leaky  to  that 
extent  as  to  recpiire  re-shingling  and  some  otlier  repairs,  which, 
have  been  made  at  an  ex]>ense  of  about  875.00. 

.Vt  the  commencement  of  the  year  it  was  thought  that  Ave 
should  not  hold  onr  own  financially,  at  th'e  end  of  the  year,  as  the 
town  ordered  a less  snm  by  about  8500  assessed  than  recom- 
mended; but  a fortunate  turn  in  circumstances  lessens  the  l)al- 
anco  in  favor  of  the  town  only  a little  more  than  8:200,  and  leav- 
ing it  at  })resent  at  about  8’2,900.  Our  tax  rate,  87  per  81,00(1, 
was  the  loAvest  for  tAventy  years,  and  is  likely  to  be  equalh'  as 
loAv  the  ]>resent  year. 

In  conclusion,  it  may  not  be  out  of  jdace  for  your  chaii- 
man  to  say,  that  he  thanks  the  people  of  Carver  for  the  generous 
support  tliat  he  has  received  at  their  hands  for  the  ]>ast  fifteen 
years  of  continuous  service;  a supj)ort  Avhich  has  been  one  among 
other  incentives  to  a faithful  j)erformance  of  duty,  Imt  OAving  to 
circumstances,  he  feels  com])elled  to  decline  a re-election.
